Education Bill. 

Hon. Mr. i.Mc'Bride continued Hie de- 
bate on the, second. reading of the educa- 
tion bill. He pointed out that the first 
critic of the iblll (Mr. Oliver) had re- 
;:nrded the measure from a narrow point 
of view, namely from the standpoint of 
the constituency of Delta. The member 
for Delta ar^'uell tliat the measure was 
a lildw at the school system, ami that 
riu'al mnniciiialil ies would not resitmid 
to the ohlitfiitions i:ninise(l u|ien theni. 
He disagreed wiiii tliis. and bavin:; 
some knowled^'l• of the cha lactei- of the 
farming' iiopnlation. believed that lliey 
wiuibl iinive i|nile eipial to dii what was 

re(|nii-ei[ ,if tl 1 by the bill. That the 

emcii'ii.'y (if the ptililic .-^clnidls had at- 
laiiu'd such a hi^h state, niidor the 
system adopted in l.S'.i:!. was an ar,L,'n- 
nietit ti.u'ainst the criticistu that ileter- 
ioratiiin would result from the present 
meastife. which was (iidy an extension 
of the princiide then adoiited. He believ- 
ed tl'.at as tl result of I lie bill they iiii.ubt 
e.v:poer to see lietter scIkmiI niana.:,'"in('iit. 
inasmuch as tlie iiooiile would feel more 
directly their responsibilities in connec- 
tion with the system. Many Ineqnnli- 
tie.s now existing would be removed by 
the bill. It was mflntfcstly unfair that 
some districts should receive more ns- 
sistiinco for education alone than thco" 
were contributing to tlie provincial trea- 
sury. This would be "'Tect ed. The 
explanation offered by Mr. Oliver fur 
thi^ fuilnre of oorlniii constitiiencie.s to 
make frood the educational ci'ant, that 
lands williin the Dominion railway (.'rant 
to the C. I'. II. were not subject to ttix- 
ation, was not applicable, as there were 
no railway lands within tlie Helta rid- 
in;.'. fJenrrally sjieakin;:, the ridiii,:,' of 
■Dewdney was 'affect ed. bv this measnre, 
but till.' burden Wiis fairly distributed, 
and he had no fear as to the ability of 
the iicdple there to meet it. All mea- 
sures involving' an increase nf laNatimi 
in any respect naturally |ir(iv(ike<l kihuo 
o|ip(isil inn. It was iiiijidssible tn di-.-ifl 
', such a bill which Wdii'd '"eel the views 
(if all. The necessity for the changes 
]irdpdsed was apparent. The denniuds 
df dllier departments of the ailiniliist ra- 
tion were constantly ttrowiiis, and must 
continue to ineronse with the develoii- 
mcnt of Hie province. The financial bur- 
dens must be met, and n conridernti m 
of the educational system had to be un- 
dertaken from a financial point of view. 
In framing tho bill, the government had 
ilcrivil .a ereat don) "f insuiralidii fr<iin 
the New Brunswiek law. the details of 
which were copied in in.'iny resiieds. \\ • 
invited to the nieasui-e the careful study 
(if the llduse. lielii'viiur that iinieh of 
the ilisfaviir i)i re-a'd Id it wiiiild (Vs- 
ap]i('ar with real kiidwleilu-e df its pi-d- 
visidiis. 

Mr. Mimrd tf'liilli wacki cdii-ratnlal- 
ed the Mitiisler df I'Mnealidu midu hi- 
lUTsentalidii df the case. Il was mily 
reasdnable that thi' meiillier for Delia 
should regard the bill from the simid- 



point of liis constituency, ami be (Mr. 
iMuiiro) believed that, if all other mem- 
bers of the House would get ti better 
representation of the whole Hivbject than 
if member.s indulged in abstract .specnhi- 
tiouH. He concurred with the idea that 
this qnostion should be regarded from 
the stniulpoint of economy and cllicieu- 
cy, hut it -was not claimed on bciiialf ot 
the measure that either of these objects 
would bo thereby conserved. In a word 
tho jjoveniiueut said it was up to the 
people to seek ellicieucy or ooonoinj-' as 
they chose. This was an in<lefeiislble 
priiu'iple. The government should keep 
in view tho greatest Kood ot the com- 
inonwenltJi. In the case for better 
terms, siiecial treatment was asked ot 
the Dominion because of the peculiar 
conditions obtaining in this province. 
'Yet in, relation to the scliool system now 
proposed,' tlie ' government' tdok no cog- 
nizance of this. fact, ttiid in this way 
unfair (i!scr;cpaucies In tho treatment 
meted out' t6'..ihOnh661 "districts' "would 
occur. The bill •discriminated against 
tho poorer districts. It was a sort of 
legislation which inspire<l Socialistic 
vi«ws. The measure -—is not attribut- 
able to any constructive ability of the 
t,'overnmcnt. It was rather attributabh.' 
to a negative (jnality, which on a pre- 
vious occasion had pa.';derefl to tlip 
ibankcrs of the province on the (inestioii 
of finance. 'In the ailministrat ion of the 
present system, the Kovcrniiieiit had 
been KMiilly tif (^xtrava^'ances, as inslane- 
0(1 ill over iirovisioiis made in bis dis- 
ti'ii't for .si'hddl acconiniddat ion, and 
these wcri> all the iniire blaiiienble in 
view (if the fact that the country was 
on the ver^e of such a measure as that 
before the Hdiise. whicdi struck at the 
very root of the si'IkhiI system. Tli'^l.iJI 
was wrouL,' in priin'iple. Its details were 
also ill considered, in proof of which lie 
referred to a number of sections which 
be considered disputable. .Should the 
bill pass the brand) of eowardico would 
be placed upon tlie House, ns by it they 
sought to do Indirectly ■what directly 
tln>y dnr<> not do. in the matter of taxa- 
tion. He ojiposed (lie second reading of 
the hill for the follhwing reasons: That 
it was contrary to sound principles of 
, political economy; that it was a discrini- 
iiialiiin against the poorer school dis- 
1 tricis; it would drive the best teachers 
out of the profession; it i'uposed absurd 
and ridiculous duties upon th" trustees: 
it would remove one oi' tlii> greatest in- 
diicoiiients to the must desirable class of 
imniicrants crossing' into the country,

Strychnine Administered to Cal- 
ifornia Philanthropist on 
Both Occasions. 
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FOUNDERED AT SEA. 

Ni'w York, March 1. — Captain J. A. 
Mliidt, of the steam dredge Texas, 
whh h foundered at sea with a loss ot 
tweniv-two lives, was brought here to- 
day on the steamer Rotterdam, from 
Kotterdam and Boulogne. The other 
.survivors of the Texas were landed iit 
Waterford several weeks npo, having 
been rescued by the brlgantlne Merce- 
des, after a terrible experience with 
hunger, thirst and cold In an open 
boat. 

The Texas, which sailed from Oaiit- 
y.\c for Galveston In Pecenilicr, foun- 
dnred at midnight mi ClirlKtmaa eve. 
Two of her hoata were Ijumched, but 
one conl.-i.liilng the chief omcer and 
twenty-one men sank Immediately and 
all It.'i (iccupantH \i-ere drowned. In the 
Kccond boat tho survivors drifted foui- 
(tei'ii days, the last six ot wlilc'h they 
were absolutely without food or water. 
One man died frmn exposure, nnother 
hecanie Insane and tin; remaining 
twelvi! wore on the verge of liy.steria 
when help canio to Iheiii. They had 
drank sea Avalor and IlieIr bodies were 
covered with bolls, 'Whon taken on 
bonid the Mercedes one of the sur- 
vivors said that they bad Just drawn 
lots to decide which one should be 
hilled to furnish food for his fellows. 



I" HONOLULU, Jlarch 1,— Mra. Stan- 

nford, widow of United States 
Senator Leltmd Stanford, died 
at 11:40 o'clock .last night, forty 
minutes after she was taken ill at the 
Moana hotel here, under suspicious cir- 
cumstances, pointing, in the opinion of 
the iihyslclans who attended her In her 
dying hour, and seemingly In that of 
other.s, to poison by the admlnstratlon 
of strychnine In a vial of bicarbonatt^ 
of soda. 

Mrs, Stanford herself, when found by 
a guest of the hotel ■who had heard her 
gioanlng In her agony and suffering 
from convulsions, declared, "I have 
been jiolsoned," and her last words 
were, "This Is a horrible death to 
die." 

The i)hyslclaus say that between 
convulsions, Mrs. Stanford repeated 
the assertion that she had been jiolson- 
ed. and saUl It was the second time 
that aJi attempt had been niado, the 
llr.st time being In her S;in Francisco 
liome. and it was this attemiit which 
cau.sed her to come to Honolulu. 
Autopsy Being Held. 

An- autopsy on the remains showed 
that the cause ot death was tetanu.s 
of the respiratory organs, but how this 
was brought about will not be known 
until after an examination of the con- 
tents ot tho stomach, the result of 
which examination will probably be 
known tomorrow. 

The bottle containing the bicarbon- 
ate of soda bears the label of Charles 
Fells & Co., 60 King William street, 
Adelaide, but It is believed that It had 
been reSUed since purchased. 

Secretary Makes Statement. 

Miss Bertha Bema, Mrs. Stanford's 
secretary, says that the previous at- 
tempt on the life of her employer was 
made January 14 last at her home on 
"Nob Hill," San li'rtmclsco, when 
strj'chnlne ■was found In a bottle of 
Poland mineral water. Miss Berner 
said to the correspondent of the Asso- 
ciated I'less: "We went to a picnic 
yesterday and were planning to go to 
Halelwa, a suburban resort. Our lunch- 
eon yesterday consisted of the ordi- 
nary cold dishes prepared at the Moana 
hotel, and there was nothing in 11 of 
tho canned variety. Mrs. Stanford ate 
very hetu-tlly. She expressed great en- 
joyment In her trip ami .said she felt 
very well. 

"Wo returned to the hotel at •! o'clock 
and Mrs. Stanford retired to her room 
for a rest. I^ater she dressed for din- 
ner. "When the soup was served she 
said that would bo sufficient as she 
\\.as not hungry. 

Planned a Picnic. 

"We then went to the verandah, 
where Mrs. Stanford planned the trlii 
to Halelwa for today. She then said 
she would retire early so as to be re- 
freshed for the trip. .Vt S::!il Mrs. 
Stanford sent tor her maid. May Hunt, 
whom she recently empbiyed. She then 
said to ine, 'I shall retire and take my 
medicine. Please get It for me.' 

"I got a teaspoontul of bicarbonate 
of soda, one purgative tablet and a bot- 
tle of Bartlett water. Mrs. Stanford 
forgot to take the medicine and lay 
down and slepL As soon as she awoke 
she took the medicine and again re- 
tired. 

Seized With Convulsions. 

"Mrs. Stanford soon thereafter was 
seh.sed with convulsions, which threw 
her out of bed. The maid fuid myself 
came In answer ot her call, as did also 
a guest from a nearby room. She 
said : 'I am poisoned,' 

"The convulsions continued in spite 
of Dr. Humphries, her iihyslcian. 

Strychnine Is Found. 

It Is reported tonight that R. A. 
Duncan, the territorial food commis- 
sioner and chemical analyst, has found 
strychnine in the bottle of bicarbonate 
of soda. No report ot such tlndlng ha.s 
yet been made and other chemists have 
iieen called Into consultation. 

It \a probable that the Inquest will 
be delayed for several days, awaltln.g 
th(> analysis ot the contents of the 
stomach. High Sheriff Henry and 
Dcinuy Sheriff Uawllns are both con- 
ducting the Investigation, with the as- 
sistance of tho police olliclals.

Physician Tells Story.

applied th(> i|lliek('St remedies, but it 
was iidt pessible In save her life, Mrs. 
Stanfcrd said to lae: i';cirtiir, I have 
been iioisoiied." 

•-.Mrs. Slaiiforil's cundilidii seeineil to 
indicate st ryrli nine pdisonin;;. Hetween 
cdiivnlsidas her niiiul was niinsnally ac- 
tive, and she .said: 'Tliis is llie si-coiid 
fimo they have tried It. They tried it 
Inst .Tanwarv, and I came here to avoid 
it.' 

•■As to the Cdliteiits of the lietlle," 
cdiitinued the (hicler, "befdre iniikiiif,' an 
analvsis 1 am uinibhi to swear that it 
cdiitiiined strychnine, but I am perfectly 
liositive that It does contain str.vch- 
nine." 

Two years af;(i Mrs, Stanford went 
to .Vustralia on a visit to a brnther of 
her late husband, Thomas .Stiinford, a 
wealthy resident of Melbourne. 

Horror at Tragedy. 
San Francisco, March 1, — The news 
of the death of Mrs. Stanford at Hono- 
lulu last night was received here to- 
day with surprise and sorrow, to which 
was added horror when It was learned 
that probably she had been poisoned. 
Her brother, Charles G. Lathrop, Who 
Is treasurer of tho liCland Stanford 
Junior university, refused to believe 
that her death .was due to other than 
natural causes, and her attorney, 
Mountford S, Wilson, positively deciin- 
od to discuss the report that an al- 
I tempt to poison her was made in this 
I city, Mr. Wilson Is awaiting advices 
from the Honolulu oITlcers before tak- 
ing any action ngardlng the business 



affairs of Mrs. Stanford, which are in- 
timately connected -,vlth those ot the 
great university, which she and her 
husband founded at Palo Alto. This 
Institution has already been endowed 
•with $38,000,000 In property and coin, 
to which may be added about JIO.OOO,- 
000 from Mrs. Stanford. 

Two weeks aKO the following despatcli 
was .sent out hy the As.sociated I'ress: 

".Sau Francisco, Feb. 18. — Tho Bullo- 
tiii today says that an attempt was 
made to murder Jlrs. Jane L. Stanford 
in her. Onlifornia„8treet jmwiuslop jvithln 
tKe.Tasf'aoouth'^- by. * pla'ctag ''poison^ in • a' 
bottle of mineral Tvater. (Sirs. Stanford 
drank three fi""" nf tho mixture, but 
tho poison had been used' in sucli large 
quantities that it acted as an emetic. 
'Mrs. Stanford was taken ^-iolciitly ill. 
The contents of her stomach and tho 
conteuts of the b&ttlo from which she 
had taken three doses was diagnosed by 
a physician. It was found strong enough 
to kill a dozen pooiilo if had been usoil 
vith nnj" judgment.

AUSTRO-HUNGARIAN CRISIS. 

Efforts of Emperor to Relieve Situation 
Prove Ineffectual. 

Vienna, March 1. — The last ten days, 
which have been tilled with endeavors 
on the part of Smperor Francis Joseph 
and the Himgarlan political leaders to 
effect a solution of the political crisis, 
especially the formation of possible 
neutral legislation and routine busi- 
ness, have brought no results and no 
Improvement. Coalition of the various 
Hungarian parties making tog'ether the 
parliamentary majority, still continues. 
The politicians have not succeeded in 
affecting any change therein. The ex- 
treme element of the Independence 
party Insists upon concessions from the 
throne on military questions. Francis 
Kossuth (leader of the united opposi- 
tion), however, counsels moderation, 
and even a postponement of the ex- 
treme military demands. To these the 
Emperor gives no direct sign of con- 
ceding. His Majesty evidently is wait- 
ing to see what the Hungarians will 
do. The Hungarian Diet reiussembles 
Marcli 8, njid tho combined opposition 
does not conceal its determination to 
m.aintain its strong positions. It Is ru- 
mored that it may persist In continu- 
ing tho signing of the Diet March S It 
In the meantime no cabinet is formed 
and that the Dlfet will again be ad- 
journed by royal rescript. 

The present acute phase of the crisis 
has now lasted over a month. It Is 
admitted that the crisis is as impos- 
sible to force us the method In which 
It can be brought about.

for institute meetings, when others are 
unavailable. 

At llie afternoon sessliin the follow- 
ing resolutions were jiassed: Endorsing 
till- work of the lioard of horticulture; 
asking till! govcriinieiit lo Inspect and 
Ih eiise entile horses, when found sound 
and free from bleiiiisli; a-sklug for the 
use of sclioolhouses in wiiUdi to hold 
institute meetings whore other jilaces 
ux- not available; asking tliat inipils to 
liigli scluiids may have a choiei! of 
libjucts; rei|uesting that the secre- 
:ii-.\- of local iiistllutes be provided 
with copies of all acts relating to agri- 
culture; also asking that speakers sent 
the dry bell be pei-sons ac(iuainled 
with the conditions prevailing there, 
uggesling that more assistance be 
gh-fii to the provincial fruit Inspector; 
suggesting certain umendnieuts to the 
Xoxlous Weeds Act; asking for police 
lirotectlon on the ranges, also to pro- 
vide that there shall be not less than 
one bull to every SO cows or less; ask- 
ing that steps be taken to ascertain 
what amount of land can be brought 
under cultivation; the source and sup- 
pl.\- of water In the neighborhood of 
Kainloopa; suggesting that the poll tax 
be collected by the municipalities; 
asking that $2.-,, 000 be given by the 
government to the Dominion exhibition 
at Xew Westminster; to nsk the Do- 
minion government to grant aid to the 
tobacco-growing Industry; a.sklng for 
govoniment assistance In the purchase 
of stumiilng powder; that a t.ax be put 
on dogs; that a wagon road be con- 
structed connecting C'oniox with Al- 
berni; that tlie black crow have a 
price put on lii>; liead In certain sec- 
tions; that the AsHessment Act bo 
amended so tliat the work may be more 
oi|uitably done; asking that a cream- 
ery Instructor be appointed; suggest- 
ing that steps be taicen to )ireveiil 
.\orthwest creamery butter being sold 
as government creamery; endorsin 
the work of the B. C. Fruit Grower: 
As.sociation. 

'i'he hon. minister of agriculture \vius 
then invited to attend and the most 
important of the above resolutions 
placoil In his hands. 

The hon. gentleman promised- that 
everything which had been laid before 
hlrn should have the serious considera- 
lion of the government, and ever.\-- 
thing done to carry out the wishes of 
the farmers would have his endorsa- 
tloii.

As wo u;i;ler.stnii;l Jlr. 'Siftou'a posi- 
tion it is, as :<iated in n despiitdi from 
Ottawa, tliat the clauses as above <iuot- 
ed establish a dual system of scliools, 
which goes far beyond that which is, lU 
present cstahlished In the; Northwest 
Territories, and lurthetanore' seek to 
divert a portion of a very hirge ftmd, 
which wil arise from the sale of school 
lands in tlio Northwest Torritorios. Thii« 
fund constitutes an' ciulownient provided 
by parliament for public schools. Hon. 
,Mr. Siftoii declines to support any i)r<)- 
^sition for the diversion of this fund 
from the control of tlie leKislatin-o of 
the Province. 



HON. MR. SIFTON'S RESIGNATION. 

The resijiniition o£ the '^iinister of the 
Interior from the iDominion Govcrnuicnt 
ou the educational question raiscnl by 
the terms of the Bill grantinn provincial 
autonomy to the Xortluvcst Territories, 
is the sensation of the day. It was not 
expected that lion. Mr. Sifton. who 
came into his position of political prom- 
inence thrangh the events of the Mani- 
loba sfliool crisis, would remain a <'i>n- 
scntin.:.' party to a proposal to .irraft ou 
,to tlie constitution of the 'Nortlnvost 
iProriuce;) a principle so bitterly opposed 
in hi^ own province. He could not af- 
ford to sacritii-c whittover future his po- 
sition in tlie Wpsi hnii in sturo for liiiii 
iby politically swallowing himself. 
, Hon. Israel Tarto severed his conuec- 
"tion with the Government on account oC 
' his position on the tariff qnostion. lion. 
Mr. Blair re.sitrned as a protest r.Kaiiist 
the provisions <if the Grand Trunk I'a- 
cilic Itaihvay I'ontraet. Hon. 'Mr. Sif- 
ton has now resigned heeause he cannot 
-support separate schools in the new pro- 
vinces, or ratiier the proposal to place 
the matter outsidv of the jiower of tlie 
people of the Nortliwcst to alter or re- 
peal. All throe are men of strong cali- 
•bre. 'In no iustanee was there a difCer- 
euce on the general policy o£ the admin- 
istration. In each case it has been a 
iieparation on some particular pliaso oC 
policy. The difference in the case of 
Mr. Sifton is one of degree; ibut the mea- 
sure of degree will probably he found to 
create a most substantial difference. The 
people at inost take, in ordinary times, 
only an academic interest in questions of 
financo or transportation^ In matters of 
religion, however, we are dealing with 
most inllanunalile material, and it only 
requires a spark to produce a wholesale 
conflaf,'ration. Sir Wilfrid may be a 
very strong leader, but? ho is not invin- 
cible, particularly in the lace of a reli- 
gious wavo of feeling. It is not at all 
•likely that the present defection will 
prove the downf.all of the Government, 
•Tvhich has majority enou^'h to weather 
a very lieavy storm; but the carryin;,' of 
the present cdiicutional sections of the 
illill will lead to a decided reaction. The 
feeling iu all parta of Canada is parti- 
cularly sensitive on the subject, and 
•whatever may be the present fate of 
the Goveruiijonl or its measure, the 
seeds of relitjious dissension will hii 
sown in the I.,il]eral party, and when, 
4is already iutiiiiated, it comes to ciucs- 
tions of U' religious nature, all oilier 
questions', whether of fri'C trade ami pro- 
tection, the linililinj,' of railways or what 
Jiot, sink into cumparativi? insigiiilii-aiu c. 
Uiitside of the risks uf lighting' for liis 
country, religiou.-i conviction is the ouiy 
thing for which a man will die rather 
than surrender. We are dealing now 
•with the poUiical phase of IIou. Mr. Slf 
ton's resignation and its prouable eifeois. 

The establishment of separate schuolii 
in the >iortUwest l-'rovinces as part ot 
the constitatiou, irrevocable as Uie lawb 
of the MeUes aud Persians, or as una I 
terable as the provisions ul tuu itritisii 
>ortli America Act, is quite anotiiei 
matter. The feeling of a great many oi 
Sir 'W ilfrid's supporters iu respect to 
lliis matter is that he should, irrespective 
of the rights or wrongs of reparat<i 
scliools, hare left the (luestioii to be set- 
tled by Ihe J-egisla lures of the new pro- 
vinces themselves. 'Education being a 
matter over which provinces have ex- 
clusive jurisdiction, a province ile novo, 
with no constitutional traditions to up- 
hold, it is hell!, slidiilil lia\-c Ijccii pciiiiii- 
tcd to deal with cducatioiial matters as 
the B. X. A. \vl ( oiitiMiiplateii. 

Tile jirovisiouy of the hill relating ti 
separate scIkjdIs are as follows: 

The provis'iuu of suction of the I'.ri- 
tisli North .America Act. JSliT, shall ap- 
Jily to the said I'rovinces as if, at the 
dale upon which this Act comes into 
force, the Territory comprised therein 
were already u I'rovince, the (•xpression 
■"the union" in llie said section being 
taken to incau the said date. 

Subject to the provisions of said sec- 
ion !):! and in (-niitinuaiice of the priii- 
<-il)li' h(-retofor.' sam-lioncd under the 
Northwest Territories ,-Vcl, it is eiiactcil 
that the i.egislatures of the said I'ro- 
viiice.-- shall iiass all niH-essary laws in 
respect <]f edui'.-itioii; and Hull it shall 
therein always lie provided: 

(a) That a inajoi-ity of the ratepavers 
of any district or iiortiou of said I'ro- 
Vinces, or ol' any iHJi-linn or sub-division 
thereof, by wlialcvcr name the same i.s 
known, may establish such schools there- 
in as they thiuk tit, and make th. neces- 
sary asscsBinent and collection of ratcti 
therefor; aud 

(b) That tlio minority of the ratepav- 
ers therein, whether "Protestant or Itii- 
jnnn Catholie, niny cstahlish separate 
.schools therein and make the necessary 
assessments iinil collection of rate's 
therefor; and 

(c) That ill such case the ratepayers 
establishing Biieli Prot(>stam or Roman 
.Catholic separate si-hools shall be linhle 
only to ns-.;essmeiit of such rates as they 
inijioso uiion themselves in respect therii< 
•of. I 

In Ihe apiiropriatlon of public moneys 
liy Ihe Legishitin-e in aid of ediicatiiia, 
and in the dist i-ilnil ion of any anoneys 
p:iid to the Gori'riinieni of the I'rovince 
arising li-oin tlui s.-liool fund established

J> A. Knight beyond .'what is .provided in the existing 
Ha ,HarnelI clause iu the iNorthwest Territories Act, 
which reads: "The Lieuleiiarit-Gover- 
nor-In-Council shall pass all necessary 
ordinances in respect to education; hut 
it shall therein alwaj's be provided that 
a majority of the ratepayers of any dis- 
trict or portion of the Territories, or ol 
any less portion or sub-division thereof, 
by -wluitever name 'the sa-me is known, 
may establish ■ such schools therein a.i 
they think fit, and make the necessary 
assessment and collection of raterf there- 
for; and also that the minority of rate- 
payers therein, whether Protestant ot

THE PROGRESS OF AGRICULTURE 

Hon. U, G. TatlOW, Minister of Agri- 
culture, gave some interesting facts 
about the developnient of scvonil im- 
portant branches of agriculture in Bri- 
tish Columbia during the p;ist few years, 
while addressing the Central Farmers' 
Institute on Tuesday. If the progress 
made bad not been reduced to an actual 
stati.s-tieal basis, few persons would be 
inclined to accept it as real. Since 1901. 
when the last; decennial censn.s ■was tak- 
en, tiOIH) acres of land had been sot out 
in fruit, making a tot.-i! area of 13,o00 
acri^s of orchard.-^ in the Province. So 
that in three yeors the whole previous 
record of development had' been about 
enualled. Taking per aero as the 

average out pill of a well keiit orchard 
in British Columbia, lieiug one-half of 
what some commercial orchards arc now 
actually producing, the capabilities of 
oiir present orchards ari' over .'?L;,fHK),0()U 
]ier ;iiiniini — an important industry, as 
yet only iu its infancy. At the present 
rate of increase we shall have, in ten 
years, an output of .?0,000,000 M-ortlu <jf 
fruit. Some are sanguine enough to sa.v 
it will be .S]l).(IO(t,OCK\ 

In dairying, -an even greater rate of 
development has taken place. The out- 
put of our creameries in 10O4 ■was 1,- 
'.J10,()(J<1 lbs., representing a value to the 
producer uf .'?y()2,000. Seven years ago 
the output of creameries was practically 
nil. In ten years from now, the value 
of the output will, at the annunl rate of 
increase, represent .i;! ,tHltl,<KK). With 
prospective developments, as the result 
of railway construction, it in.'iy reason- 
ably be expectetl to reacli .'s2,tM_)iJ,(H)0. 

We ;fre told, and we believe the slale- 
inenl is founded on nutlientic returns, 
tliat till' ,-igrii-iillural iirodui-ls, uf all 
kinds, marketeil in I'.Hi-l -.ig-regated a 
value .)i $111.(1(1(1,1)111). Cdiisideriiig tlie 
results iiii mining, limber and lisliery in- 
dustries, agriculture, iusigniticaut as it 
-may be considered to be, takes a place 
of iiiiiiortani-e not to he (lesi)ised. What- 
ever (lur antii-iiiations may lie respect- 
ing tlie other great resources we posses^, 
it will be found that the total of om 
farming products before many years wili 
represfiit at least half of nil other pro- 
dints iHit together; ami it will represent 
prolits and benelits to the t'Ouimimitj- in 
a far greater degree. When the clement 
of speculation ^^h«ll have been wholly 
eliiii i ed a lid tin' Province has slc.'ldied 
(i'i\\n tn ni-tual production for liLi:ini-iai 
results, we shall have learned not to 
despise the day of small things aud to 
trust more to the steady accretions of 
our cultivated acres than to all other 
sources of wealth. 



A RUMORED CHANGE. 

The Dairymen's Association meet,- 
this mdi-niiig. W'l; iiiiderstaii'l llial ,1:1 
effort is being made to have tlio present 
St'cretary replaced by another man. \Vc 
arc informed that Mr. Paisley, -who is a 
paid ollicial of the. Proviii.-ial Govcrii- 
meiit, h,-is done liis work well, and thai 
for the past year his effort.s have been 
successful and satisfactory. For mp 
own part wo know iiothiag of the facts 
but if our iiil'oniialion lie corre.'t, it is 
but fair that every cousiderutioii lie giv- 
en to the facts of the case lii^foru iiciiuii 
in the direction indicated bo taken. It 
is always unwise to change a well-tried 
and romiictcnt oHicia! fur an untried 
one; it is also very unfair. M'e trnsl 
that the niemliers of the Association, 
who lia\-e the appoiii Uiu.'ut, will weigii 
larefnlly Ihe matter, if they have not 
already done so.

limit allowed them. After 3;! year.i Bri- 
tish Columbia has lint barely reached 
200,000 of a population, or half of her 
limU. Moreover, the Dominion is 
spending large sums of money annually 
to bring in settlers there and nothing 
iu British Columbia. Two new, trnns- 
ccntinental' roilyyays 'ureibeingl'ljonused 
by the DomiUloh to Immodlatcly develop 
the Northwest, which costs that connlry 
nothing. From present apiiearaiiees 
British Columbia ■»-ill have to give large- 
ly of its substance iu lands or cash if 
either or both of those lines are lo hu 
cmistructod to the Coast within tlic near 
fiituro. It only requires half an eye to 
see how tremendously we are hand!ca)i- 
ped by oup present' position in Confeder- 
ation.

tl pm on board ship, and gave them to me.

It seems 
thnt when Hardy was a boy he useel to 
come Into Dorchester to school, aud he 
made the- aciiiialiitanee of a woman lliere, 
who, with her hushand, liept an Inn. She 
was bi!aiillfal, Kood. and kind, but married 
I') a dlssliniled seoiindnl who was unfaith- 
ful to h(-r. One d.iy she iliscovi'red her 
Iiusbaiid miller clrcumst anees whleh so 
aroused her iiasslon that slie stalibed lilin 
with a knife and killed Jilm. She was 
tried, convicted, and condeniiied to execu- 
tion. Young Hardy, with another boy, 
came Into Dorchctster and witnessed the 
exeeulloii from a tree that overlooked tlie 
yard iu whleli the galUiws was pl.iced. He 
never forgot the rustle of the thin black 
gown the woman was wearing as she was 
led fbrth by the warders. A penetrating 
rain was falling; the white cap was no 
sooner over tlie woman's be.id than It 
clung to her features, and the ufKise was 
jint aroniKl tlie neck of wliat looked 'Jke a 
marble statue. Hardy looked at the scene 
with a strange illusion of it;i being iiiireal, 
and was brought to his <'oniplete senses 
when the drop fell with a fluid .<ind bis 
companion on a lower branch of the tree 
f'dl fainting to tte ground. The tragedy 
haunteil Hardy, and, at last, provided the 
emotional Insiilratlon and some of the mat- 
ter of "Tcfis of the D'UrberTllIes."

Steamer Empress of India, orrlyliig 
yesterday, brought details of the wreck^ 
of the steamer I^Jatorlgiiwa-muni oa the 
breakwater at Osaka during u fog— a 
disaster involving the loss of 85 of 07 
persons on board. TJie Natorigawa- 
maru has bci'ai running regularly for 
years past betwoea Osaka and Tauabe, 
a smiiil port on the Kii cliiiiinel, jilnnU 
Beveuty miles distant from Osaka. 

She was close to her destination at 
the harbor entrance ut Osukn. The sea 
was covered by a dense fog, and tho 
liglitB Ut the entriiuce to tho har-'tior 
could not be seen. With nothing to 
guide his course, tho ludinsmiiu went 
aliead and struck the submerged c<m- 
<;rete blocks on the iiortlnvest corner of 
the harbor entrance. A hard grilling 
sound was heard, und the uexr. inonu'iit 
blasts from the steamer's hooter lilled 
everyone on lioard with alarm. After 
.striking, the vessel backed some 'MO 
feet into deep water, whether by the 
engines being reversed or not in un- 
knovni, and then sank in about flvo uiin- 
utcs. The passengers rescued were 
either those on deck or those making 
preparations for landing. These, ou 
rcali/iug the true situation, seized life- 
belts iiiKf jumped overboard, afterwards, 
-when tho steamer had sunk, cliugiug to 
the funnel and masts which fortunatid/ 
remained above water. ilbit most of 
the iiasseii^ers were asleei> below dcckrt 
and so mci their fate. 

The water iioliee at Tein-cho heard 
the blasts fr<un the hootia- of the Natmi- 
giiwa. ami as (nii<'U|y as imssible w.'ut 
to till' rescue with twentv boats, but it 
was only after a .-earch in the darkness 
iiiui tuist lasting' h;\lf-aii-hour that tlu' 
masts of the vessel, reaching to aboiii 
»ieven feet above th» watur, were di.sc<jT- 
ered. The depth of water here at liigh 
tire is 28 feet. First to be rescued by 
■tho water police was a woman cliuginx 
to tho rim of tho steamer's funnel, and 
thirteen other jiersons were found on 
various parts of the breakwater-iiiiie 
passengers and four members of the 
crow. Three passengers, one a boy of 
(ifteen, were picked up in the sea by tho 
O. .S. K. steamer Hiiclusuka-mnru, 
which was proceeding towards Kob* 
from Osaka, but the boy died from cold 
iiikI exhaustion .soon after being rescued. 

A juimber v£ I;,-;,tors a.id BtMiu 
lailnclu fi belonging to the ■ water iwlice 
iiud the Osaka Shoseu Kaislra wore at 
work throiighont Monday searching for 
bodies. Thirty-einht bodies, tiiirteen of 
which were those of women, were dis- 
covered next day. most of them having 
been takim froin tlie sunken vessel hy 
divers. 'I'be ibodies were all conveyed to 
tlie Vnisliijo Temide at -Minato-niiudii, 
\yiieie they were laid out for id I'lif iliea- 
lioii. Most were reco^'iiized. Cue un- 
iileiitilied iiasseiiL-er, evidently n nier- 
eliiiul, had uimn his person yen J,(KX» in 
yen ID notes.

SS. Tacoma as reported elsewhere is 
safe. She was reinsured at 30 per cent, 
liecause of the anxletv r.egardiug lier. 
ISIk' is out nearly two months. Advicea 
received by the EJinpress telj of the re- 
lease of the crew of the M. S. Dollar 
and Siain at Vokosuka on i«\d). 10, The 
majority of the crew of the Hollar ^ve^e 
Chinese. She, as was reported, ran when 
the cruiser intercepted her and a blank 
shot was fired from the war vessel. The 
steamer ultimately hove to and was tak-

How ditllcull it is to f,'el to Vlailivos- 
tok can be seen when it is shown that 
but one nt the northern straiti;. Tsru- 
gua, is now luivi^rable. The Soya strait 
was bjocki'd by ice early in .laiuiary, a 
iiioiilii earlier ihan in previous seasons. 
Kloaliiii; ice has also been seen since 
.(an. 1,S near the .\toiya point of the 
Kuriles jrronp Ice also formed on the 
Western shore. Driftin;,' ice lias aiipear- 
ed near Nemuro Xavigation in tills di- 
rection has Ibeconie especially unsafe. 

The German steamer Sewooil, ]iow- 
ever, evaded the blockade and arrived 
at Pliikodate, returning on Feb. Ki. Her 
captain stated to an interviewer that

They were al jmclior 
juside the harbor. Torpedo boats, de- 
stroyers and ice-breakers were also in- 
side the harbor.

Like other naval men from Port Ar- 
thur, the Russian ofliccr censured 
Stoesael ueveroly, this ftict being learn- 
ed from a fellow-passentrer who i-ould 
converse in Ru-ssUm, the only languago 
known lo the relea.scd prisoner. Ho 
was one of 1,0G2 Russian prisoners who 
arrived at Nagastdci on h'obruary 1-1 In 
a Jiipanese transport. According to 
some of tlicse the account books at 
Port .-Vrthur show that the provisions 
were to have lasted for a year and a 
halt more, and an in vest igatlon will 
doubtless be held at St. I'eterslmrg to 
show why tliey were exbausle,!. .\1 
Shanghai the Uussiau refugees fnan 
I 'ori Art bur aiv telling" tales to Gen- 
eral Sioessel's discredit. They say he, 
l)elng a favorite, will i)os.slbly never be 
punislieil. but banging la what Rus- 
sl.-uiH lingering in Shanghai think 
would meet his case. He always ex- 
punged General SmlmofTs name from 
despatches, luid when the Japanese 
wore onibarklng the garrison he re- 
fused their invitation to take a seat In 
the private carriage given Sloessel, He 
said: "I have nothing to do with that 
general." Crowding Into a carrUiBc 
with troops, he sat during the journey 
to Dalny with only a thin partition 
iind a deep hate between him and 

M. de' Prevlgunaud, the French w ar 
correspondent, said he had accompan- 
ied the army ot Kuropatkin til W a- 
faugkon, Kal|>lng, HaUdieng, Liaoyaiig, 
the Shakhe and Helkanttil, and al- 
though the pa.st had shown reverscH. 
lie believed In the ultimate trluir.ph of 
Kuropatkin. Tho Russians were being 
constantly reinforced; the Japanese 
were at their last resort. lie based his 
opinion on those preml.ses. The battle 
of Heikantal was sanguinary, more so 
than previous battles. Since the Uus- 
.slans have greatly strengthened their 
works, which itre now like fortUica- 
tlons. True, there' wiv.s some depression 
amongst the Uusslan.s because of the 
fall of Port Arthur, and more partlcu- 
larlv the disturbances In Russia, but 
the coming battle would Inspirit the 
forces. 1 

An English missionary who has re- 
turned to Pekln from the direction of 
Mukden, .states that at the battle ot 
Hclkazutal the Russians sustained 12.- 
000 ctusualtles, of whom 7,900 were kill- 
ed. The Russians, he ssiys, are gen- 
erally dispirited. The officers and men 
tire not on good terms. Some commtm- 
ders of army corps hold different vlewrt 
of General Kuropatkin, The Uusshuis 
win be unable to malnttUn their pres- 
ent position. They are ooustructing 
railways iit various places to facilllat.! 
their retreat. 

Other arrivals from the front say the 
l)<;sition at the commencement of tho 
battle now being waged was close. In 
few phices are the belligerent linen 
inucb iiKJre than a inilo apart and, on 
the .lapanesc' left, they arc so close to- 
gether that the Russians and Jaliane:^o 
can sometimes hear each other Itdk- 
iiig. Uaily bombardments take place, 
beginning " at ikkmi :uul lasting uutl! 
sunset. l'"reiiueiil sortle.s follow by 
eomiianles or regiments, and the light- 
ing then practically liecomes spasmodic 
for miles, lioth armies use hand gre- 
nades In numbiMS with fearful effect 
;it close iiuiirters. 

Roconn.dtrlng parties from both 
fovces frequently patrol the country fm 
miles on both flanks, to guard against 
any marked or outflanking movements 
as well as to protect the secondary 
Uue.s of communication. The Russian;, 
are In strong force between their rlgiit 
Hank and Shlnmlntun. from which dis- 
trict they obtain large and eonstani 
supplies of food and fodder; whilst the 
Japanese are equally active to the 
otist, along their lines of communica- 
tion with the Yalu river. 

The whole country around for mllcM 
has been .swept quite clear of cover, 
iuid ius the earth l.s bare, rocky, tree- 
less and Hat, and the atmospben; re- 
markably clear, surprises of any .sort 
tire almo.st Impossible. The only ci)\ei 
for troopis moving about consists ot the 
small river beds, now frozen over, and 
the ravines, which are to be found all 
over the ciamtry. 

.\ prisoner reyiorted to the Japanese 
— aceordlng lo Japanese vi-riiacular 
liajiers — that since the news of the 
!;.;tcliery .-it .St. Petersburg and Mos- 
i-ou- reaVlied the front, the disturbances 
are akin to denioralli^at ion. Many olli- 
eers relurii home, feigning .nlckness, 
bin the lo'lvates are not seiil lo the 
rear unless seriously III. The rank and 
tile are .growing anxloua lo return home 
and ilisilke llgliiliig. The commanders. 
In an effort to inspirit tlie troops, 
forcibly compel small detachments to 
deliver Hurprlse altaclcs on the Jap.i- 
nese, .Soldiers who distinguish them- 
selves In these attacks are decorated 
with the Order of St. George, while 
those who hesitate to take part In them 
ire summarily executed. The object of 
the Russian constant bombardment Is 
simply to stimulate the fighting blood 
of the men. 

Mr. T. Taka^akl, vice-governor of the 
Imperial .I,'ii)aneso bank, while declin- 
ing to dl.scus.s the Ihianclal asiiect of 
his country with regard lo the war, 
said be did not think he would have 
illinculty in floating the loan. Me lloal- 
ed the prevhnis war loans secun'd in 
I'higland and Ainorica by bis i-oiiiitry, 
ami Is now returning after lun'liig re- 
liorted a I Tokio concerning the dota - 
tion, lie s'-.id Japanese bonds are 
Iiopular. despite thrlr riiictu.'illon. That 
ills ml.ssloii is iM sinecure is obvious 
when tlii^ Imnu'iise aininiiU of money 
n;iiulr(Ml by .lai)\p to carry on the wai- 
ls considered, f^ouiit Okiiinn, finance 
mlni.ster of Jaoan, speaking at Toklo 
just iirlor lo till' (lopartvn-o of Mr. 
Tiikaliasbl. said that be does not know
